The difficulty of doing business with 
Germany under the present chaotic 
conditions is felt especially by Ameri- 
can buyers. In order to protect them- 
selves against buying future stocks of 
raw materials with depreciated Ger- 
man money many manufacturers are 
raising their prices daily, but the new 
collapse of the mark has shown them 
the futility of this practice. Today 
they are either refusing to do business 
or marking everything in dollars. 

For example, a buyer for a Chicago 
store says that textile firms are not 
willing to sell in marks or to sell on 
agreement to deliver goods in America 
at the same price in dollars fur the 
same goods delivered in America a 
month ago. In the retail trade con- 
ditions continue to be upset.

In this way the settlements are 
under the administration of the Jap- 
anese government, as the Japanese 
administrator, who exercises all local 
authority, is answerable only to, the 
company’s directors in Brazil, who are 
answerable only to the board of direc- 
tors in Japan, which in turn is in- 
structed by the Japanese government.

From Cleveland Warren 8. Stone, 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, last night is- 
sued a statement which seemed to put 
at rest reports that the strike move- 
ment fostered by the Big Five is noth- 
ing more than bluff. 

“TI think we are to go through to 
a strike,” said Mr. Stone. “ The rail- 
way executives wanted | this strike. 
They thought now was ‘the time to 
fight us to a finish. 

“The committee of railway execu- 
tives which met with us itn Chicago 
last Friday téld us the public demands 
lower rates and that the only way to 
decrease rates is to cut wages of our 
men again.” 

Two Ways to Stop It. 

Mr. Stone sdid either the govern- 
ment or railway officials can avert the 
threatened transportation struggle. 

“The government,” he asserted, 
“can prevent a strike by taking over 
the railroads, which it will do some 
day, and the railroads can prevent by 
withdrawing requests for further wage 
reductions and elimination of work- 
ing rules fayorable to us. 

“This crisis*was caused more than 
anything else by the determination of 
the railways to abolish the working 
agreements which it has taken the 
transportation brotherhoods years to 
gain. I have on my desk here "—and 
he indicated a sheaf of papers-—” from 
seventy-five to 100 complaints from 
our men on seventy-five roads. 

Couldn’t Avert Strike Vote. 

“This effort to change working con- 
ditions has gradually worked our men 
up to a high piteh of dissatisfaction. 
With all of their grievances, wage and 
working agreements, nothing on earth 
could have prevented them from vot- 
ing for a strike.” 

Mr. Stone and W. G. Lee, president 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, both said no exceptions would be 
made in ordering out various classes 
of train service employés, beginning 
Oct. 30. 

-“I don’t know of any law of the 
land, or any rule of the brotherhoods 
which requires’ striking rallway men 
to operate mail trains,” Chief Stone 
said. “We do require them to con- 
tinue to their destinations or division 
points, onee they have started, even 
after the nour for an ordered walkout 
has come.” 

Stone denied that skeleton service | 
would be maintained on some roads, 

Postmaster Genera] Hays has given 
assurance the government will keep 
the mail trains moving, in any event. 

While declining to authorize use of 
their names in connection with any 
statement, railway officials in Chicagu 
continued to scout any suggestion of a 
serious transportation tieup.

‘them with the famous British grena- 
diers—the king’s guards, drawn up in

It is 3 o’clock the afternoon before 
sailing as we line up for medical ex- 
amination in the basement of the 
esteamship office at Queenstown. The 
men go to the left, to the doctor; the 
girls to the right, to the nurse, 

- As we wait our turn the fifty or more 

women discuss the affair. It is amaz- 
ing how easily we forget our con- 
yersational formule and speak with 
frankness and feeling of “ bugs.”

It is our turn. Eight of us go in. 

“Take down your hair and remove 
your waists,” comes the order from 
the nurse, a kindly woman who tries 
to. reassure the line of trembling girls.

And so on, until the eight 
have been inspected. One of the group 
has a “bad head”; she is.ordered to 
have a special treatment with warm 
vinegar and lysol. The rest of us are 
given a perfect score, with qualifica- 
tions. “Buy a fine tooth comb and 
keep using it, in case——” advises the 


matron.

Our skin is carefully examined, like- 
wise our underclothes.

POLITICS UNDERMINING 
| GOOD ROADS.’ 


‘Much new light has been thrown upon the status 
of the Illinois good roads program by the confer- 
ence held in Springfield recently for considera- 
tion of contractors’ bids for paving state r®ads. 
Qut of the discussion attendant upon the opening 
of bids for paving 189 miles of state roads and for 


miles of roads have come a number of illuminating 
facts. 

Chief of these facts is that Gov. Small’s Doast of 
having beaten the “cement trust” and saved the 
‘taxpayers of the state approximately $7,000 a mile 
by rejecting bids of more than $30,000 a mile is 
based upon a popular misconception of the details 
of making good roads. Discussion of the subject 
has served to bring out the point that acceptance 
only of bids of $30,000 or leés per mile has resulted 
in letting contracts for a patchwork system of 
roads, leaving between oompleted highways 


or culverts. 

The saving has been a paper saving, useful for 
political purposes but worse than mseless for trans- 
portation purposes. The facts are that the Febru- 
ary bids which were rejected in toto, and the 
August bids, on which contracts for sixty-one 
miles of paving were let, really show little reduc- 
tion in cost except in a slight decrease in prices of 
sand, gravel and labor. The price of cement did 
not enter into the reduction claimed because in 
each case the mill price of cement was the same, 
and the bids are made subject to provision of the 
required cement by the state. 

The only marked reduction, and this applies also 
to the bids for 189 miles of paving opened at 
Springfield Oct. 4, was through the selection of 
road stretches where low cost could be obtained 
through absence of necessity of grading or filling, 
through the completion of eithed the grading 
or structural work gr béth under previous contract, 
through short hauls and other favorable circum- 
stances. To obtain these low figures for compart- 
son with other figures running as high as $50,000 a 
mile the established system of highway develop- 
ment covering a given ‘area, regardless of difficul- 
ties or ease of construction, has been pushed ‘aside. 

The whole effect of the Small plan has been to. 


a “distinguished American, a highly efficient engi- 
neer, and a proved executive, has been retained as 
chief adviser is particularly hopeful.

‘yide wine for their meals. They hope that the 
interests of peace will not require that they return 
to France ice water dyspeptics. 

The French do not understand a civitteation 
which denies citizens the use of wine. They do 
not understand a diet which is possible without It. 
They think their digestions are injured without it. 
They do not think that their morals are injured 
by it. 

They drink wine as Americans drink water. 
Their object is not intoxication. Along wit 
whisky, which has no other purpose than that of 
imtoxicating, the United States has. thrown out, 
wihe and beer, which have other purposes. Jt is 
possible to use wine and beer as table beverages. 
We do not say that a whisky drinker would use 
them in that fashion. He would try to get out 
of a large quantity of wine what he could get out 
of a small quantity of flrewater. 

The French will be our guests. Our lews are 
not intended for their moral, spiritual, or physical 
well eing but for our own. We recognize the 
right of foreign representatives accredited here to 
bring their customs with them. The laws of 
the United States do not intervene.

The city policemen were usually able to handle 
city cases, and the sheriffs and their deputies could 
usually handle county cases. But times have changed. 
Bank robbers in Chicago, if once they get into a high 
powered car, can usually make their escape with little 
difficulty by taking a good road toward the down

Many adults have a 
little swelling of the gums and a little 
bleeding there because of the same con- 
dition. These conditions always are more 
in evidence in winter because of the 
more limited diet at that season.

THE ‘y. M. C. A. HOTEL. 

Chicago, Oct. 14.—Many friends of the 
Young Men’s Christian association are 
indignant at the misleading statement 
concerning the Y. M. C. A. hotel which 
appeared in “ The. Voice of the Peaple” 
column Oct. 11. j 

In the first place, the room prices of 
the hotel are 60c, 70c, 80c, and §1 per 
day. A few larger rooms are rented 
at a slightly higher figure. No rooms 
are priced as high as $2 except when 


The cost of operating the hotel on a 
per room basis in 1916 was 42c per room 
per day, while the average cost per day 
during the first nine months of the prea- 
ent year is 8c. This means that out 
of 1,800 rooms, 1,409 have actually been 
rented this year at less than cost. It 
should also be said that the manage- 
ment follows a very liberal policy in rent- 
ing rooms at the 50c rate to those men 
who need it, which in proportion to the 
purchasing power of money in 1916 is 
today actually less than the minimum 
rate ¢harged during that year. 

The hotel is in no sense operated for 
profit and its rates are adjusted from 
time to time to meet actual .costs; which 
include charges on its $700,000 property 
indebtedness. 

Last year our rooms were used a total 
of 639,290 times, or 97 per cent plus of 
capacity. Werg it not for this high 
per cent of use, prices would today have 
to be higher than prevails. 

The public has a right to understand 
also that the affairs of this institution 


are managed by a committee of sixteen 


of Chicago's most representative and ef- 
ficient business men who receive no com- 
pensation for their work. In addi- 
tion it has the careful supervision of 
the general board of gnanagers of the 
Young Men’s Christian aagociation of 
Chicago as a whole and of its board of 
trustees. The writer has reason to know 
that>the affairs of this hotel are most 
carefully scrutinized and guided by these 
men.

pines is slow and unsatisfactory, that 
the judges are underpaid and that their 
number should be increased, was Gov. 
Gen, Leonard Wood’s comment on the 
judiciary of the islands in his first 
message at the opening of the Philip- 
pine legislature today, which he read 
in person. \ 

Referring to his recent visits to 
China and Japan, Gov. Gen. Wood said: 
“I am glad to inform you that I find 
in neighboring countries a very keen 
desire for closer and more extensive 
trade relations with the Philippines.” 

Passing to financial conditions in the 


“a serious blow has been dealt at in- 
gular credit through incompetent man- 
agement of the Philippine Nationa] 
bank. Responsibility for this rests 
in part on the Filipinos, but also on 
those Americans who placed untrained, 
incompetent men in charge of affairs 
with which they were unfamiliar. 
(Francis Burton Harrison was the Wil- 
son governor general of the Philip- 
pines.) These losses have established 
a condition which necessitates eco- 
nomic and efficient administration of 
the finances of the islands.”

a senatorial reapportionment. 

There has been no legislative redis- 
tricting of Illinois since 1901—twenty 
years ago—and the downstate has 
been losing population while Chicago 


and the metropolitan district have been | 


doubling in size. 
Two Districts Compared. 

As matters now stand, the Mattoon 
district, as an example, elects a state 
senator and three representatives. The 
Seventh senatorial district, which com 
prises only the smaller “country 
towns” of Cook county, has a popula 
tion three times that of the Mattoon 
districts, but also elects just one state 
senator and three representatives. 

Final census figures establish the 
population ratio for each of the fifty- 
one senatorial districts at 127,159. Only 
five of the thirty-two downstate dis- 
tricts equal or exceed that ratio. The 
average population of the thirty-two 
downstate districts is 107,253; the aver- 
age of the nineteen Cook countf dis- 
tricts is 160,685. 

Under a “square dea]” reapportion- 
ment, based upon actual population, 
Cook county would be entitled to twen- 
ty-four districts instead of nineteen, 
and the downstate to twenty-seven in- 
stead of thirty-two.

An error in posting the figures in Chi- 
cago as 100,000,000 bu wheat on the 
farms set the trade wild for a few min- 
utes and advanced prices 2%c to the 
highest of the day to $1.15% for De- 
cember and $1.17% for May, from which 
there was a quick drop of 6@6%c, creat- 
ing a semi-demoralized fmarket for a 
time, as the trade placed various con- 
structions on the government's figures, 
there being a difference of 100,000,000 bu 
in the way they wewed it.
